CULTURE 


For best results, plant your Epiphyllums 
‘ina semi-shady location in a mixture of 1/3 
good sandy loam and 2/3 well rotted oak 
leatmold. Add 1¥%2 cup of bonemeal to 
a standard-sized wheelbarrow full of the 
above mixture. 


Give them a heavy dressing of steer 
fertilizer in February and a light top- 
dressing of a good commercial fertilizer 
in August. 


Keep them moderately moist and be 
sure that their drainage is good.
